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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR 
The  following  Items  ore  taken  from  the  monthly  report 
to  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  by  the  director  and 
submitled  to  the  commission  at  the  regular  meeting  which 
was  hold  at  the  Rainbow  Hotel,  Great  Falls,  on  Saturday, 
December  12th: 

Civil  Defense  Meeting  at  Great  Falls  Air  Bose 
A conference  was  attended  by  the  director  with  staff 
members  of  the  29th  Air  Division  and  Howard  Firebaugh, 
CAA  liaison  officer,  at  which  time  plans  for  the  meeting  were 
completed.  The  office  of  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Com- 
mission prepared  mops  of  the  aviation  civil  defense  areas 
in  Montana.  Registration  cards  (or  those  attending  were 
printed  and  letters  of  invitation  were  sent  to  all  area  chiefs 
and  the  civil  defense  council  members.  Mr.  Firebaugh  re- 
ported that  Joe  Marriott,  CAA  Regional  Admtnlstraior  and 
the  INSAC  station  chiefs  would  attend  the  conference.  The 
staff  members  of  the  29th  Air  Division  reported  that  they  had 
invited  the  Directors  of  Aeronautics  and  the  Directors  of  Civil 
Delense  from  the  states  under  their  Jurisdiction  to  attend  the 
meeting  and  that  arrangements  have  bmn  made  on  the  Air 
Base  to  accommodate  those  attending  the  civil  defense  con- 
ference. 

Annual  Pilot  Reglstrotion 

Pilot  registration  forms  for  1954  have  been  printed  and 
distributed  to  pilots  and  flight  operators  throughout  the  slate 
to  be  available  for  the  annual  registration  of  pilot  certifi- 
cates as  required  by  the  regulations  of  the  Montana  Aero- 
nautics Commission.  Pilot  registration  let  1954  are  coming 
in  doily  to  the  office  of  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission. 

Search  and  Rescue 

The  office  of  the  commission  was  alerted  on  two  lost 
aircraft  which  departed  from  Missoula  on  December  Sth. 
One  Cessna  oirc^t  unequipped  with  ra^o  was  reported 
as  missing  but  not  on  flight  plan  and  the  other  aircraft  flown 
by  Jack  Mifflin,  Cessna  de^er  from  Spokane,  reported  on 
the  south  leg  ol  the  Spokane  range  as  xmoble  to  hold  6.0QO 
feet  due  to  icing  conditions.  A telephone  search  by  the  com- 
mission office  located  the  one  airplane  on  the  Thompson 
Falls  airport  and  Mifflin,  the  pilot  of  the  oflier  missing  oir- 
croit,  wolked  in  Sunday  morning  reporting  that  he  hod 
crashed  on  Mt.  Spokane. 

Revisions  of  Korean  Veterans  Flight 
Training  Requirements 

The  director  received  a letter  from  the  Montana  Aviallon 
Trades  Association  recfuesllng  consideration  of  a revision 
of  the  ground  school  requirements  to  delete  the  requirement 
that  a written  lest  be  passed  for  the  private  pilot  ground 
school  before  a student  can  solo,  substituting  that  the  pri- 
vate pilot  written  test  must  be  passed  before  a student  ac- 
quires 50  houiB  ol  flight  time. 

It  was  also  requested  by  Ihe  Montana  Aviation  Trades 
Association  that  the  requirement  be  deleted  of  evidence  en- 
dorsed by  the  CAA  Inspector  tn  the  student  file  to  the  effect 
that  ihe  student  had  passed  the  written  test.  The  revision 
extending  the  time  of  teaching  ihe  ground  school  for  the  pri- 
vate pilot  license  was  made  and  the  notice  of  the  change  was 
transmitted  to  the  operotors  approved  (or  GI  training  by 
letter.  The  second  request  was  not  approved  os  it  was  not 
considered  that  the  requirement  created  any  hmdship  on 
either  the  student  or  flight  operators. 

Annual  Crop  Spraying  School 
The  director  is  scheduled  to  meet  with  Dr.  Pepper  of  the 
State  College  and  Bob  Monroe  of  the  Aviation  Trodes  As- 
sociation in  Bozeman  on  December  22nd  for  the  purpose  of 
planning  the  agenda  for  the  annual  crop  spraying  school 
for  pilots. 

Employment  of  Addilionol  Pereonnel 
Approval  was  requested  for  the  temporary  employment 
of  Mr.  Terry  McQuoid  as  a pilot  and  administrative  assistant 
to  the  dlr^or,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  oi  Ex- 
aminers. Reference  was  made  (o  the  letter  oi  application 
from  Mr.  McQuaid  listing  his  experience  and  qualifications. 


DARR  SELLING  HIS  STOCK  TO  FRONTIER 
H.  S.  Dorr,  board  chairman  and  former  president  of 
Frontier  Airlines,  is  liquidating  his  interests  in  the  company, 
amounting  to  320.000  shares,  which  will  be  purchased  and 
retired  by  the  local  service  line.  Including  Dorr's  stock. 
Frontier  has  813,000  shares  outstanding.  The  stockholders 
yesterday  approved  retirement  of  the  320,000  shares. 

C.  A.  Myhre,  Frontier  president,  sold  the  compony  will 
buy  Dorr's  stock  at  SI. 25  a shore,  or  a total  of  $400,000.  Fart 
of  the  funds  will  be  obtained  through  a $300,000  loan  from 
the  Central  Bank  & Trust  Co..  Denver. 

In  addition  to  the  320,000  shares  scheduled  for  reUie- 
ment,  Dorr  holds  69,000  other  shares  in  Frontier.  One  of  the 
biggest  blocks  will  bought  by  Louis  E.  Leverone,  president 
of  Nationwide  Food  Service,  Chicago,  past  president  of  Na- 
tional Aeronautics  Association,  and  a Frontier  director. 
Myhre  will  purchase  another  block. 

Following  Ihe  purchases,  controlling  interest  In  Frontier 
will  be  held  by  C.  N.  Levin,  of  Chicago,  company  secretary, 
who  will  be  Ihe  largest  stockholder;  Ray  Wilson,  vice  presl- 
dent-operoltons,  Leverone  and  Myhre.  Dorr  is  expected  to 
remain  as  board  chairman. — Am.  Avn.  Daily

50TH  ANNIVERSARY  OF  FUGHT 

A nation-wide  essay  contest,  sponsored  by  the  SOth  An- 
niversary of  Flight  Committee,  was  terminated  with  the  an- 
nouncement ol  the  contest  wlnnera  which  included  four 
teachers  from  each  state  who  were  given  an  all-expense  trip 
to  Washington  for  the  Wright  brothers  Memorial  dinner. 

The  essay  contest  was  sponsored  in  Montana  by  the 
50th  Anniversary  of  Flight  Committee  with  your  director  os 
chairman,  and  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction. 

Twenty-one  essays  were  submitled  by  Montana  teach- 
ers, all  oi  which  were  in  turn  forwarded  by  Miss  Condon's 
office  to  Washington  for  judging.  The  contest  winners  were 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Clarence  Hockett  of  Round  Butte;  Earl  Fell- 
bourn  of  Helena;  and  Orpha  Dann  of  Wolf  Point.  These 
teachers  were  flown  to  Lowry  Field,  Denver.  Colorado  by 
Major  Stewart  the  Air  Force  Civil  Air  Patrol  Liaison  Officer 
for  Montana  where  an  Air  Force  transport  picked  up  these 
teachers  together  with  teachers  from  other  states  lor  the 
flight  to  Washington. 

It  may  be  noted  that  three  of  the  contest  winners  were 
teachers  who  had  participoted  in  the  aviation  workshop 
which  was  held  at  the  Slate  University  last  summer  and 
which  was  sponsored  by  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Com- 
mission, the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction  ond  (he 
University. 

The  importance  of  aviation  to  our  security  and  economy 
cannot  be  over-emphasized  and  your  support,  as  a pilot, 
in  encouraging  interest  in  aviation  in  our  schools  and  by 
our  teachers  is  needed. 


NASAO  STATES  POSITION  ON  RANGE 
DECOMMISSIONING 

The  National  Association  of  State  Aviation  Officials  op- 
poses decommissioning  of  any  low  frequency  four-course 
radio  ranges  until  It  has  been  demonstrated  that  VOR  "will 
provide  substantially  the  same  Information  with  the  same 
degree  of  coverage  and  reliability  to  all  aeronautical  users 
who  reasonably  require  such  Information",  adding:  "We  do 
not  feel  that  the  obligation  of  the  federal  government  is  now 
limited  to  airways  for  IFR  flight." 

In  response  to  CAA  Administrator  Fred  Lee's  request 
for  comment  on  proposed  decommissioning,  NASAO  said 
further:  "If  cm  L/MF  range  is  to  be  decommissioned  alter 
the  above  condition  has  been  met,  ond  assuming  there  is 
no  change  in  the  plan  (or  a basic  and  continuing  system  con- 
taining approximately  88  high  powered  L/MF  ranges,  it 
does  appear  that  the  stales  would  be  interested  In  contffiuing 
the  pedicular  slation  in  operation.  If.  however,  it  becomes 
necessary  (or  CAA  to  discontinue  the  operation  of  on  L/F 
range  for  some  other  reason,  then  we  agree  with  you  that 
some  stales  might  be  interested  in  taking  over  the  station 
and  operating  it  in  the  public  interest. 

"In  any  event,  we  believe  it  would  be  well  worth  while 
to  work  out  details  for  such  a transaction,  and  for  you  to 
notify  NASAO  and  the  Individual  states  concerned  suilt- 
clently  In  advance  of  the  planned  abandonment  of  any  L /F 
range,  so  that,  if  necessary  and  pracUcol.  arrangements  may 
be  made  (or  the  slate  concerned  to  keep  it  on  the  crtr.''->'Am.

MONTANA  SCHOOL  OF  MINES  LI3RARV 
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RADFORD'S  POSITION  ON  AIR  POWER 
SEEN  AS  HISTORIC 

H now  seems  clear  that  air  power  Is  coming  out  top- 
side In  the  overall  military  program  for  the  future.  It  Is 
winning  a higher  rating  than  even  most  optimistic  propo- 
nents believed  possible. 

It  has  cleared  perhaps  its  toughest  hurdle  in  the  Joint 
Chiefs  of  Stcdl.  It  must  clear  the  President  and  the  National 
Security  Council.  The  last  hurdle  is  Congress. 

General  Nathan  F.  Twining,  Air  Force  Chief,  has  staged 
one  of  the  most  effective  bottles  on  behalf  of  air  ever 
achieved  by  a top  airman  in  the  U.  S. 

Just  as  importanl,  Admiral  Arthur  Radford,  chairman  of 
the  ICS,  has  been  revealed  os  a genuine  advocate  of  air. 
His  colleagues  on  the  ICS  discovered  that  Radford  didn't 
need  any  indoctrination;  he  Is  a firm  believer  in  air  ond 
knows  whol  It's  all  about. 

Quite  slgnlllccmt,  too.  Is  the  single  statement  by  Radiord, 
In  his  Notional  Press  Club  speech  In  Washington  during  the 
week  of  December  Mih.  that  oil  other  military  forces  are 
complementary  to  air  forces.  No  such  recognition  of  oir 
power  has  ever  been  made  before  by  such  a highly-placed 
U.  S.  official.  The  slatemenl  can  well  bo  considered  lo  be 
a lilstoric  milestone  in  U.  S.  military  thinking. 

Air  power  is  expected  lo  clear  the  National  Security 
Council  today,  but  it  may  face  some  rough  going  In  Congress. 
Army  officers,  despite  the  complete  adherence  to  the  new 
concept  by  the  Army  in  the  ICS.  have  already  begun  an 
undercover  move  to  scuttle  the  progrom  In  Congress.  Some 
Navy  undercover  sculliing  may  be  expected,  too.  It  may 
take  sharp  action  by  President  Elsenhower  lo  stop  the  Iradl- 
flonol  behlnd-iie-scenes  lobbying  by  unhappy  service  of- 
ficers in  Congress. 

Admiral  Radford's  Press  Club  speech  on  December  14lh 
somewhat  underplayed  at  the  time  by  the  press,  wos  a blue- 
print of  generol  policy.  Pertinent  portions  are  herewith  re- 
produced: 

"The  concept  of  the  New  Look  is  the  development  of  an 
armed  posture  which  con  be  support,  year  in  and  year  out, 
on  a longterm  basis;  not  just  one  year ....  nor  two  years . . . 
but  for  ten  years  or  even  twenty  years  if  necessary.  As  a 
starter,  the  Joint  Clilefs  of  Staff  have  picked  a period  through 
fiscal  yeor  1957.  Last  week,  we  agreed  to,  and  submitted  a 
program  for,  military  loreee  through  this  period  which  will 
provide  for  the  security  of  the  United  Stales,  forces  which  vrill 
deter  aggression  In  consonance  with  the  concept  of  collective 
security  with  our  Allies  In  Europe  and  ihe  For  East;  and 
forces  which  would  provide  the  basis  for  wlimlng  a war- 
on  all-out  WOT  or  a limited  war— If  war  is  forced  upon  us. 

"It  is  obviously  Impossible  for  the  United  States  to  sus- 
tain forces  which  will  enable  us  lo  station  combat-offeciive- 
units  of  superior  strength  every  place  where  aggression 
might  occur.  If  we  tried  to  do  this,  we  would  insure  eco- 
nomic collapse.  No.  we  cannot  be  strong  everywhere  sim- 
ultaneously. 

"Accordingly,  we  plan  force  levels  which  provide  us 
mobile,  versatile,  combot  forces  in  readiness,  and  on  ode- 
quale  mobilizalion  bose.  These  strength  levels  will  be  of 
such  magnitude  that  our  Allies  can  recognize  both  our  de- 
termination to  counter  any  aggression,  and  our  determination 
to  support  our  national  and  International  policies  and  com- 
mllments.  At  the  some  time,  these  levels  will  be  those  which 
are  possible  of  attolnment  over  the  long  pull. 

"Therefore,  in  1956  and  1957,  the  manpower  allocated 
lo  oxir  military  forces  will  be  below  that  planned  In  the  In- 
terim Lwk.  Normal  security  and  common  prudence  pre- 
clude any  public  statements  of  the  detailed  strength  levels 
at  this  time.  I can  tell  you,  however,  that  In  planning  this 
i^ucUon  of  manpower  in  our  Armed  Forces,  our  specific 
Interest  in  an  orderly  program  based  ever  a period  of  years. 
We  want  to  reduce  overhead.  We  consider  it  imperative 
lo  improve  our  ratios  of  combat  manpower  to  total  man- 
power. We  want  a very  good  reolisilc  reserve  program  for 
all  Services.  We  want  lo  make  more  effective  use  of  the 
manpower  in  uniform-  To  accomplish  these  ends,  we  are 
improving  greatly  our  combat  effectiveness  by  the  applica- 
tion of  new  weapons,  and  new  lechnlques,  and  hope  ultl- 
malely  to  achieve  for  greater  flexibility  lhan  heretofore  at- 
tainable. , 

"From  lime  to  lime,  I read  of  crltlelsm  about  the  so<aUed 
traditional  adherence  to  the  concept  of  balanced  forces.  It 
is  quite  true  that  the  Joint  Chiefs  of  Staff  do  not  subscribe  to 
the  concept  of  relying  solely  on  one  Service,  or  one  wea^n, 
as  a short-cut  to  eosy  victory-  But  a balanced  force  does 
not  mean  to  us— an  ortlilclal  one-lhlrd.  one-third,  one-third, 
either  in  manpower  or  dollars. 

"The  Joint  Chiefs  of  Staff  believe  that  our  secuniy  and 
that  of  the  Free  World  cannot  at  this  time  be  entrusted  to  on 
unbalanced— a unllaterol  or  bUoterol— concept  of  forces. 
This  is  true  in  Western  Europe,  Korea,  and  Indo-China  today. 
It  would  be  true  in  any  other  active  theater  of  operaUens.  It 
. I-  etmally  true,  however,  that  the  balance  ln_<^e  situation 
* may  not  be  proper  In  another.  The  balcmce  m erie  war  ■will 
not  be  the  same  os  that  in  a later  war. 

"Today's  emphasis  is  actually  pointed  toward  the  crea- 
tion, the  mainlenance.  ond  the  exploitation  of  modem  man- 
power. Today,  there  Is  no  argument  among  mliitary  plan- 
ners as  to  the  Importance  of  airpower.  Olfenslvely.  defen- 
sively, and  in  support  of  other  forces,  11  is  a primary  require- 
ment. Its  strength  continues  to  grow,  both  through  Iricreofses 
In  combat  air  units,  and  through  belter  equipment 

"Yet  now,  and  for  an  indeterminate  period  in  the  future, 
under  most  circumstances,  air  forces  must  be  complemented 
with  other  forces.  Land  forces,  amphibious  forces,  anti-sub- 
marine warfare  forces,  and  other  well-rounded  forces  are 
necessary.  Therefore,  we  aim  to  build  up  also  the  effeciive 
ness  of  the  Army.  Navy,  and  Marines  with  better  equipment, 
new  weapons  and  a belter  planning  of  reserve  components. 

"Today,  atomic  weapons  have  vlrluolly  achieved  con- 
ventional status  wiihin  our  Armed  Forces.  Each  mlhlary  ser- 
vice is  capable  of  pulling  this  weapon  into  military  use. 
Therefore,  eoch  Service  has  a tremendous  responsibility  of 
living  up  to  our  expeclations  for  a still  greater  and  more 
powerful  degree  of  combat  readiness. 

"The  Joint  Chiefs  of  Staff  have  no  preconceived  ideas  as 
lo  v/hal  our  Armed  Forces  vrill  look  like  a decade  from  now. 


« • ^ 

The  views  and  estimatee  we  suWnllted  ore  based  upon  what 
we  see  today  as  being  in  the  best  interests  of  the  United 
Stoles  end  the  Free  World.  • None  of  us  oan  be  certain  of 
what  virill  happen  In  the  future.  Improved  guided  missiles, 
atomic-powered  ships  and  aircraft,  on  enlarged  family  of 
weapons,  and  now  applications  of  electronics,  all  will  have 
their  effects  and  will  be  reflected  in  the  evolution  of  our 
combat  units. 

"At  Ihls  lime  of  ihe  50ih  Anniversary  of  Powered  Flight, 
It  would  seem  appropriate  for  me  to  amplify  whet  1 mean  by 
national  air  power.  As  I use  the  term,  it  includes  the  Air 
Force.  Naval  Aviation,  Marine  Corpe  Aviation,  Army  Avia- 
tion. and  the  tremendous  aircraft  Industry  and  civil  air  trons- 
poriation  systems  of  the  United  States.  You  may  not  fully 
comprehend  the  Irue  magnilude  of  today's  United  Slates 
nalional  airpower.  but  I will  state  unequivocolly  that  it  is 
superior  to  that  of  any  other  nation.  Furthermore,  the  United 
States  has  so  developed  certom  segments  of  Its  airpower 
as  to  achieve  a strategic  ertr  force  and  a navol  conlef  strik- 
ing force  which  are  without  peer  in  this  world. 

"The  President  ol  the  United  Slates,  the  Secretary  of  De- 
fense, and  the  Joint  Chiefs  of  Staff  ore  of  one  mind  on  that 
mailer;  this  nation  will  molnloin  a notionol  airpower  su- 
perior to  that  of  any  other  nation  in  Ihe  world. 

"This  supremancy  in  national  airpower,  when  coupled 
with  thal  ol  our  Allies,  and  with  our  collective  strength  in 
other  forces,  should  lead  the  people  ol  the  United  Stales  and 
the  Free  World  to  reflect  with  pride  on  the  progress  and  the 
achievements  of  the  lost  holf  century,  and  to  look  to  the 
future  with  conlldence  and  resolution."  -Am-  Avn.  Daily 


NASAO  ASKS  EQUAL  TREATMENT  ON  USER  CHARGES 
User  charges  should  not  be  placed  on  airways  unless 
all  other  forms  ol  transportation  rereivlng  federal  assistance 
are  also  to  shore  In  the  cost  ol  such  services.  Ihe  National 
Association  of  State  Aviation  Oificlala  stales  in  a letter  to 
Fred  L99.  CAA  Administrator 

Commenting  on  CAA's  proposal  for  airways  user 
charges.  Oiarle.~  H.  GoTlrell.  NASAO  president,  told  Lee  thot 
the  association  "assumes  that  there  Is  no  intent  lo  single 
out  the  aviation  Industry  for.lncreosed  toxotton.  and  that 
similar  studies  have  been  mode  covering  other  forms  of 
transportation. 

"If  the  Congress  should  decide  that  oil  transportation 
activities  and  services  for  which  Ihe  federal  government 
provides  navigational  olds,  or  other  assistance  comparable 
in  nature  to  that  furnished  aviation,  should  bear  on  additional 
ond  direct  share  of  the  cost  of  such  service,  then  It  is  our 
present  opinion  that  aviation  should  not  be  excepted. 

"However,  unless  this  condlttcn  precedent  Is  met.  we 
fee!  that  the  type  of  airway  user  tox  proposed  would  be  un- 
vrise  because  It  would  retard  the  unaubsidized  development 
of  air  transportation,  and  will  be  unfair  for  obvious  reasons. 

"We  believe  further  that  the  federal  government  must 
lake  no  taxing  action  which  might  prevent  the  slates  or 
their  subdivisions  from  obtaining  from  the  users  thereof 
some  part  or  all  of  the  cost  of  providing  necessary  aero- 
nautlcol  iacllftles  not  included  In  the  federal  airways  sys- 
tem."— Am.  Avn.  Daily 


NEW  SPORT  PLANE  FLIES  AT  LOS  ANGELES 
First  flight  ol  a new  single-place,  midwing  pusher  type 
sport  plane  engineered  by  Wall  Fellers  and  Ron  Beattie  and 
built  by  Acme  Aircraft  Co.  at  Gardena,  Calif.,  took  place  at 
I^s  Angeles  International  Airport  this  week.  Named  Sierra 
Sue  (S-1)  after  ihe  Sierra  Aviation  Co.,  design  concern  op- 
erated by  Fellers  and  Beattie,  the  craft  spans  18  feel  ond 
comes  an  eight-foot  shaft  aft  from  the  Continental  85  engine 
to  swing  a propeller  of  just  under  six  feet  back  of  the  tall 
surfaces.  Empty  weight  Is  600  pounds  and  gross  900  pounds. 
Ship  cruises  at  about  170  mph  and  has  a range  of  approxi- 
mately 500  miles.  Landing  speed  Is  about  60  mph. — Am. 
Avn.  Daily 


ANNUAL  CROP  SPRAYING  SCHOOL 

A special  committee  on  crop  spraying  including  Dr.
